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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Re claims 1 and 9; the prior art of record, and in particular Enarson et al (US 
6,078,455 A), fails to disclose or suggest making a determination that an excessive 
temperature exists when the updated temperature information falls outside of a critical 
temperature range obtained through optimization experiments (see the first paragraph 
of page 9 of the specification and pages 1 1-13 of Applicant's amendment and remarks 
filed March 2, 2005).
